The B1 form was taken as a snapshot of payroll for the 19A pay period, which covers 8/19/18 to 9/1/18. 
Starting on 9/4/18, the Ethics Commission will have two new staff members, each of which are starting 
at a higher rate than the minimum for the classification. Due to this timing, additional funds will be 
required to cover the full cost of payroll and fringe for two positions. The Commission is requesting 
$26,208 in GPR for the biennium, and $39,312 in spending authority for program revenue (lobbying) for 
the biennium.
